A specimen display garden was 
started last year.

Tall bearded Iris are easy to grow. 
They will produce flowers in abundance 
in almost every hue of the rainbow in 
return for minimum effort, and with 
their bold splash of color can be the 
chief attraction in your garden. 

Plant in any fertile soil having reas- 
onable drainage and exposure to sun- 
light. 

Plants should be set out so that the 
rootstock (rhizome) is barely under the 
surface of the ground. Bearded Iris will 
grow but not bloom properly in a shad- 
ed location.
